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To  the  Chairman  and  Members, of  Toy  Lav  U.D.G. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1970. 

There  is  very  little  information  to  be  derived  from  the  vital  statistics 
because  the  population  is  too  small  for  satisfactory  year  to  year  comparison 
as  in  1969. 

Mass  immunisations  against  measles  was  continued  in  clinics  and  schools 
with  modorate  response  and  also  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

Active  preventive  measures  have  continued  to  be  taken  against  tuberculosis 
and  all  school  entrants  have  heen  tuberculin  tested,  all  positives  being 
referred  for  specialist  opinion. 

One  case  of  Infective  jaundice  was  reported  but  the  origin  was 
unt raced • 

Attendances  at  the  Mobile  Child  Welfare  Clinic  have  been  satisfactory 
and  its  popularity  has  steadily  grown  although  criticism  has  been  levellod 
against  the  lack  of  warmth  in  the  waiting  accommodation  in  the  Legion  Hut. 
However,  investigation  for  an  alternate  site  has  produced  no  better  solution. 

Housing  inspections  have  continued  during  the  year  and  a  number  of 
families  with  social  problems  have  boon  visitod. 

The  report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  attachod. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Council  and  staff  for  their 
co-operation.

Officers. 

2  Standard  Grants  and  9  Discretionary  Grants  were  approved  during 
the  year.  Since  the  inception  of  this  improvements  grants  scheme,  26 
Discretionary  and  96  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved  by  Council. 

In  conclusion  I  would  thank  the  members  and  staff  of  the  Council 
for  their  support  and  assistance  during  the  year.
